Pray the meaning of it, as alfo your Fudgment of that 
Mork ? 

Anfw. The Motto is expreflive of the Modetty of the 
Author, in owning the Affiftance of fo many ingenious 
Perfons, though his own Genius and Wit bears a very 
confiderable part both in the Compofure, Emendati- 
ons, cc. To the laft part of the Queftion, it wou'd 
be a great imprudence to think of any thing but an En- 
comium for an Undertaking which is carried on by 
{fo many great Mafters of Wit, that the pretenfions of 
the Title page come much fhore of the performance, 
elpecially in the two Branches of Poetry and Mufick. 


Queft. 2. A Friend of mine, who is now ( God be 
Thanked ) in a flowtrifhing Condition, having had very 
hard meafures dealt him by a near Relation, upon which 
account a feud has been maintain’d betwixt them for 
fome years paft, aad he being defirous in this holy 
Time of Leat to be at peace with all men, would glad- 
ly (if itmight be done with Honour ) be reconciled, 
(even to hin ) tho’ he has done him all the Wrong 
and Injury that it is poffible for one Man to do to a- 
nother ; in order to which, he begs your moft candid 
Thoughtson whic follows, One Mrs. Bim a Widow, 
having a Son that the tenderly lov’d, puts hin Ap- 
prencice to her Brotker one Mr. CO —— a Draper : the 
Lad ferv'd his Time out very frithfully, being all the 
Time not {9 much as Yaxed w.t'y the leaft Immorality, 
and got the Love of all or mot of the Cuftomers ; 
this made his Mafler Jook on him witha jealous eye, 
fearing he might take a Wile, (being an hand{fome 
Young Fellow ) and jet up under his Noie ; which to 
prevent, he refolyd upoa his Ruine, which thus he 
brought to pals. -—~ I’retending to ga to the Exchange, 
and :eturning immedively, caught hii Writing to his 
Mijtre{s, whereupon he mnftantly rorbad him doing any 
more oufineis behind the Cuwzer, and at the fame time 
wrote to his Elder Brosher, that he was no way fit for 
Bufinefs, and therefcre deiir’d him to take him into the 
Countrey, who, believing his t/ncle to be a Man of Ve- 
racity, refus'd ( contrary to hiv Promife) to give him 

that was neceflary to fet him up: On the other hand 
ae Matter refus’d to give him a Charadfer that was re- 
quifite to qualifie him fora Fourneyman, (left proving 
a Good Servint (as he knew he would) it might re- 
dound to his own Diteredit, in his own Family ; fo 
that he was !efein fucha Dilemmz, that his Ruine was 
inevitadic. Lhe Widow writes co her Brother to know 
the rezioa of this Hfaze, knowing her Son to be neither a 
Fool nor 2 Ralkal, to which he return’d an anfwer no 
way co ner Satistaction — this Ingratitude of his ¢ for 
fhe had been a very kind Sifter to-him ) brought upon 
hera fit of Melaicholly, which attended with a Com- 
plication of ather diftempers, foon brought her to her 
Grave. --— 

Now, it he know all this in his own Confcience to 
be exa¢tly true, (as my Friend defires if he can to 
prove the contrary: ) Then 

I defive 1o know, if ( without an hearty contrition 
for the Deash of his Sifter, and a full fatisfaétion ( if 
ats pojfiole (t0 the injur'd party that furvives) 1 fay, if 
this be mat done, I defire to know, Whether be can be 
@ proper Comaunicant at the Bleffed Sacrament ? And 
in Cafe of Desth, before both thefe things are perform’d, B’be- 
ther (according vothe Scripture-Rules) it be poffible for him 
to be faved, or no? 


An{w. We fuppofe the end of the Querift is to have 
the State of the Queffion publifht rather than our Opi- 
nion of it, which is the fame with all che fober part of 
Mankind, to wit, That all injuftice impenitenily perfifted in 
is certainly damnable : And of this Nature 1s this matter 
of Faét without Repentance, and the Truth of Repen- 
tance is only Evidenc’d hy making all poffible fatistaétion 
both to God andMan.As to that part of the Letter-which 
makes mention of being reconcil’d to the injurious per- 
fon, Our: Advice is, That fince all Perions as they are 
rational Creatures are ftampt with the Image of God, 
therefore we ought not co bear any Enmitv evento the 
perfons of our moft inveterate Enemies, nor ought we 
to hate any ill mans Actions as Actions, fince Actions are 
Goed, being immediately dependant upon God Almigh- 
ty, In whom we live, move, and have our Being: But- we 
are to be eternally irreconcileable to Actions beth ia our 
felves and others, as they are wicked or finfully Cir- 
cumftantiated; and this we ought to continue till thefe 
ill Aétions be remov’d, and then there remains no far- 
ther Object for our hatred. Be always willing to’ re- 
ceive the Aggreflor upon his Repentance, but you are 
not bound to do it before, in doing thus we imitate God 
Almighty. 

Queft. 3. In a@ late Mercury you deny any Local Heaven 
or Hell: Pray then let me know by your next, where are 
the Bodies of Chrift, Enoch, and Elijah, and where the 
Sun, Moon and Stars are ? 

Anfw. What we propos’d, if you pleafe to look up- 
on the concluding part of our Queftion, was not ad- 
vane'd as a matter of Faith, but asa Philofophical Spe- 
culation, and as fuch it will ever ftand firm and unan- 
fwerable, jo long as we are in this World. But as 
for matter of Faith, we believe with all other Chrifti- 
ans, that there is a Heaven and Hell, but where, we 
know no more than the moft ignorant Wretch alive. 
The myftery lyes here, when our Bodies fhall be immor- 
taliz’d at the laft day, we know not what Subftance 
they will be of, but we are fatistied the moit refined 
matter as itis now willbe nothing like’em. Allthae 
can be faid of it is this, There will be new inexpreffible 
fomethings which will have che fame proportion to oné 
another, as our place and Matter now have. The Bo- 
dies of Chrijt, Enoch, and Elias are certainly in Heaven, 
and the Sun, Moon and Stars are certainly is the Frew 
mament, but what thofe Bodies are, and the Heaven 
they are in, #s alfo what thofe Stars are, and 
the Firmament they are in, we know not; but lee 
itbe what ic will, thefe Inftances don’t prove fuch' a 
Locality as ours, unlefs it was alfo prov’d that the ma- 
teriality of chofe Bodies, and the {paces they occupy bear 
fome proportion to our Materiality and Spaces unto 
which the term docal or Locality can only be properly ap- 
plyed to. 

Quelt. 4. The Circumftances I am in are {0 perplexing, 
that L was unesfie till I wrote, and fhall be very uneafie till 
T receive an Anfwer. My own Charaéter ( as I judge of my 
Jelf) is this: My Fortune is not fo great to place me in an 
eminent Station above others, nor {o mean to make me defpica- 
ble ; my Perfonage is neithor extraordinary exact, nor yet de-

An{w. Its a very hard Cafe, but you are bound to 
difcover the Murderer, notwithftanding any pre-ingag’d 
Fidelity, for a Contract of Friendfhip does neceffarily 
fuppofe the parties firft rue to Virtue and Juftice, and 
when they are broken, the Friendfhip fhou’d be fo till 
they are righted, which cannot be in this Cafe, but by 
fatisfying the Law, which fays, He that fheds mans 
Blood, by man fh ill bis Blood bz fhed 5 but to conceal the 
Murder, is to be a party, and bring innoceht Blood 
upon ones felf; though by the by, you are no more 
oblig’d to difcover your Friend, becaufe he has kill'd 
your Brother, than if he had kill’d your greateft E- 
nemy. 

Queft. 6. There was lately @ Toung Man who wou'd 
brve fold bin:felf to the Devil, to have fome of bis Extrava- 
gancies fupply’d, but was difappointed againft his Will, 
and being now troubled about it, he defires your Advice, 
what he fhew’d do, and bow be fhou'd behave himfelf under 
the Commifion of [9 great a Sin? 


Aufw, All that he has to do, and what Is really necef- 


‘fary to be done, is, chat in the firft place he heartily 


hes God Almighty’s Pardon for fuch a wickednefs, as 
rather defiring to have cependance onthe Devil, and 
to he difpos’d of by him to Erernity, than to be under 
the Protection of Him to whom he ows his very Be- 
ing, a manifeft Breach of the Firft Commandment. 
Next he is oblig’d in the greateft Gratitude imaginable 
to praile God Almighty, tor not fuffering him to fall 
into that Mifery he fought after: And laitly, he ought

wrong Principles, which were taken for granted, as, 
Why Bodies weigh heavier when dead than alive 2 


Why Bodies do not weigh in the Water? And how ’t's 
pofiible to ignifie that Air that is catcht betwixt the 
Flint and the Steel > or which lies in the Pores of the 
‘lint, and by a Collifion of the two Bodies leaps out 
in Fire, or fubtiliz’d Air,all which Principles are notori- 
oufly falfe, as experience has evincd. But to anfweér 
the Queftion, Mr. Hook whom we have formerly men- 
tiond, taking a Stee! and Flint, and examining by a Mi- 
croicope, the Scintilations that fell upon a piece of 
white Paper, he firft thought ‘em to be finall Globu- 
lous pieces of melted Steel, or little particles of red hot 
Flint, but upon further fearch he really found that 
thofe little red particles which fell, were Vitrifications 
of the Flint and Steel.
